JWted with the Red Cross stamp are 
not accepted by the posts of several 
countries, Including Great Britain, and 
tint many senders of Christmas pres- 
ents are omitting to write their names 
Mid addier-e; on the wrappers, is 
causing a great deal of trouble at the 
postofflce. 


In case letters or packages can y Ing 


the Red Cross stamp are mailed to 
countries where they will not be re- 
eelved, and the sender's address Is 
given, they will be returned; but If the 
address is not given they will be for- 
warded to the> dead letter office In 
Washington. The countries where the 
Red Crossjitamp Is prohibited are, be- 
sides Great Britain, Orange River 
Colony and Rhodesia of the South 
Transvaal. Red Cross stamps may be 
placed only on the backs of all let- 
ters mailed to Germany.

THE sale ol Red Cross Chri»tt>^t stamps in this 


citj, which began last Mon<»-y, has thus far been 
Heavy enough to encourage the belief **>at a great 


»v»ny more will be sold than were disposed of in 
the holiday season last vear. At that time more 
tb»n $700 wa» realized from the sale of the -tamps, 
and this sum forms the nucleus of the fund with 
which it is Intended to build a free tuberculot't 
sanitarium for the poor. 


The large sum realised throughout the country 


last year by the sale ot Red Cross stemps was » 
gratifying surprise. Two years ago the experiment 
had been tried on a small scale in the East, with 
results which Justified the belief th»t the country 
at large would take kindly to the plan. But the 
most optimistic promoters of the s»*mp sale did 
not anticipate- such an immediate and generous 
response from the public. The newspapers gave 
full publicity to the scheme, and the people did 
the rest "They bought the stamps as fast as they 
were offered for sale, and thus many tho«-*nd§ of 
dollars were realised for* charitable purpose 
otherwise would not have been had.
